Complaints growing out of the con- 
tinued mail delays, now being received 
in a constantly-increasing volume at 
the postoffice, are expected to bring 
about a complete and searching inves- 
tigation, it was announced yes- 
terday morning. This investigation 
will not be directed at the central post- 
office, but at other receiving and dis- 
tributing points in Atlanta. 

It has been found upon investigation 
that between the time that the mails 
are put off incoming trains and into 
United States mail trucks at the Ter- 
minal station, the mails are often de- 
layed. 

“The situation is becoming unbear- 
able,” said one prominent Atlanta busi- 
ness man Thursday, “and unless it is 
remedied at once, drastic measures must 
be taken. I do not lay any of the blame 
at the door of the Atlanta postoffice. 
Their records }show exactly the dispo- 
sition, the time of shipment and _ the 
time the mail is delivered at the Ter- 
minal station.” 

Scene in Terminal Basement. 

The basement of the Terminal station 
Thursday afternoon presented an ap- 
pearance of indescribable disorder. Piles 
of mail bags high as the average two- 
story house were here and there, and 
on the cobblestones lay hundreds of 
bags ticketed and ready for shipment. 
Trucks were piled high with the day’s 
out-going deliveries and in the mail 
distributing room  postoffice clerks 
worked in frenzied haste to catch up 
with the burden of the growing vol-

Further investigation showed the two 
missing suits hidden under a large num- 
ber of mail sacks that had missed four 
trains going in the direction of Grif- 
fin, it js stated.

; Reasons for Delay. 

John Eastman, foreman of the mai! 
department of the Atlanta Joint Ter- 
minals company, assigned a few rea- 
sons for the growing volume of delays 
to a Constitution reporter.

ITALIAN TROOPS 
NOW REORGANIZED. 

Italian Headquarters, Wednesday, 
October 31.—(By the Assoicated Press.) 
As the bulletins of General Cadorna, 
the commander-in-chief, indicate, the 
Italian troops, perfectly reorganized, 
are holding back the enemy at a dis- 
tance of seven miles west of Udine. 

The Germans and Austrians did not 
succeed in their prearranged plan of 
rushing beyond the Isonzo into the 
Friuli valley, and enveloping the third 
Italian army, which occupied the re- 
gion of Gorizia and the Carso. Al- 
though a 3 proke the Italian line from 
Plezzo to Tolmino, the resistance of- 
fered by picked Italian contingents 
who offered themselves for the supreme 
sacrifice, so delayed the southwestern 
march of the enemy that the _ third 
army had time to cross the middle and 
southern Isonzo in orderly retreat. The 
of Italian forces is intact, 
ready to face the invaders in the coun- 
ter offensive which is being prepared. 

Italian cavalry has entered into ac- 
tion on a large scale for the first time 
in the war. The mounted troops have 
made brilliant charges, obstructing the 
advance of the enemy. 


TOTAL OF 180,000 
ITALIANS CAPTURED. 


Berlin, November, 1.-—-(Via London.) 
The Austro-German forces invadin 
Italy have increased the number o 

risoners taken to more than 180,000. 
They have captured 1,600 Italian guns. 
The foregoing information was offi- 
cially announced today by the German 
war office. 

The German statement says the Teu- 
ton Fourteenth army yesterday gained 
another victory. 

Portions of the Italians’ 
forces made a stand at the Tagliamento 
river. The bridgehead positions at 
Dignano and Codroipo were captured 
by the Germans. 

The Austro-Germans penetrated the 
rear guard positions of the Italians to 
the east of the lower Tagliamento, 
where they cut,off and captured 60,000 
Italians. 

According to the announcement, all 
the Tagliamento bridgeheads have 
been captured. Several hundred guns 
are said to have been taken by the 
Germans. The statement follows: 

“The fact that the development of 
our operations against ftaly has been 
so successful may be attributed to our 
rapid blows in the east and to the in- 
comparably stubborn endurance of our 
troops on all fronts, notably in the 
west. Yesterday the allied troops of 
the Fourteenth army gained a further 
great victory. Portions of the enemy 
army made a stand at the Tagliamento, 
In the mountains and in the Friuli 
plain, to the Udine-Codroipo-Treviso 
railway, the enemy retired, fighting on 
to the western ank of the _ river. 
Bridgehead positions on the eastern 
bank were held by him near Pinzano, 
Dignano and Codtfoipo. He offered vio- 
lent resistance at rear guard positions 
projecting thence toward Udine via 
Bertiolo Pozzuolo and Lavariano, to 
cover the retirement of this third army 
to the western bank of the Taglia- 


ento.

“We must lay our plans for a long 
war. I see no signs of it being a short 
one, and all by their economy can 
help the navies of the allies defeat the 
submarines,” 

Sir Eric urged Britons to do their 
utmost, as there were greater calls 
upon the shipping world. 

“The huge army of the United 
States,” he said, “is preparing and has 
to be transported and maintained. The 
French, Italian and other allies require 
seaboard help. That help can only be 
given if the nation is prepared strictly 
and rigorously to curtail its needs, de- 
velop home resources and conserve its 
present potential war-time strength. 

“It had been asked whether Great. 
Britain was building merchant tonnage 
at a sufficient rate to displace the 
sinkings. The answer, he declared, had 
been negatively, but it was unsound 
and inconclusive to take any one factor 
of output as against losses to be a vital 
indication of Great Britain’s situation. 
Britain, he said, now was equipped as 
never dreamed of before. 

“May the country not cogent 4 take 
credit for the fact that in 1917, with our 
military and munitions effort at the 
maximum and when the call upon man- 
power has reduced our available re- 
sources to a minimum,” he continued, 
“we shall have produced naval and

RCH GERMAN, 
ARE COMING TO AMERICA 


Goods Held at Rotterdam Per- 
mitted to Be Brought to 
United States. 7 


Washington, November 1.—Approzi- 
mately $4,000,000 worth of German 
products, piled up on the wharves at 
Rotterdam, will be permitted to move 
to America. The state department has 
secured from the British foreign office 
permission to ship merchandise’ con- 
signed to American importers and paid 
for prior to the entrance of the United 
States into the war. 

The shipments that have been pre- 
vented from leaving Rotterdam by an 
order-in-council of the British govern- 
ment, include consignments to 128 
American merchants. It was that order 
that prohibited the movement of ene- 
my-made goods. Appeals ‘were made 
to the state department and, until re- 
cently, the question of the detention of 
these shipments have been one of much 
correspondence. 

Since the embargo imposed by Great 
Britain on the movement of enemy 
goods, the stock of “made-in-Germany” 
products in America have been reduced 
to a minimum. 

The lot now released is of a miscella- 
neous ‘character, embracing articles 
from fabrics to Christmas toys. A 
large part of the articles merchants are 
anxious to get across in time for the 
holiday trade. 


WHITE SLAVE BAND 
HOLDS 150 WOMEN 
UNDER ITS CONTROL 


New York, November 1.—After weeks 


of investigation, the district attorney's 
office obtained an indictment today 
against Morris Wallack, who is de- 
clared to be one of a band of 26 “whité 
slavers” operating in the tenderloin 
district with 150 women under their 
control. Assistant District Attorney 
Smith asserted the indictment was one 
of the most important obtained in re- 
cent years, as Wallack had made a com- 
plete confession, which undoubtedly 
would result in the arrest of all the 
men involved. 

Wallack had eight “slaves” in his em- 
ploy, each of whom was required to 
show earnings of $140 a week, half of 
which went to him. He told the police 
that some of the ‘women in each of the 
“squads” used “knock-out drops” as an 
aid in robbing their victims. 

Another method employed to obtain 
money from men was to induce them to 
place their cash and valuables in a card- 
board box painted to resemble a safe. 
Associated with the band, according 
to Wallack, were thugs who robbed 
victims of the women on their way 
home. None of the men ever made a 
complaint to the police, Wallack said. 

Sunday afternoons, when the earn- 
ings of the women had fallen below 
the standard set, a “convention” was 
held in a Broadway hotel, at which the 
“slaves” were severely taken to task, 
Wallack declared.

‘DEAL TO ELECTRIFY 
HER WATER PLANT 


Decatur, Ga., November 1.—(Special.) 
Mayor L. J. Steele and a special com- 
mittee, consisting of Councilmen Eve, 
Nash and Bell, signed contracts yes- 
terday with the Georgia Railway and 
Power company, closing a deal to com- 
pletely electrify Decatur’s water plant, 
it was announced today. 

Two triplex pumps, driven by elec- 
trical energy, were purchased, together 
with other machinery costing $5,000, it 
is said. The new plant is expected to 
be running February 16, 1918. 

“The deal we have made with the 
Georgia Railway and Power company,” 
Lovelace Eve, chairman of the special 
committee, said, “means a splendid sav- 


ing for Decatur. Our pumps and ma- 
chinery are getting old. The cost of 
coal is so high that something had to 
be done. We are now. paying $6 and 
more for the same coal we purchased 
in 1916 for $2.45. And there ig doubt 
in the minds of many whether we can 
get coal during the winter at any price. 

iguring coal at $4 per ton, the town 
will save enough in two years to pay 
for the new machinery and at the 
same time have a secondary pumping 
system. One steam pump will bs re- 
tained, the other sold, 

“By the use of electrical energy we 
save from 60 to 70 tons of coal for 
someone who otherwise would be with- 
out coal next year.”

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NEGRO TROOPERS 
TRIED FOR MURDER 


Major Snow Warned Camp 
Logan Militiamen That 
They Were “Sticking 
Their Heads in Ropes.” 


San Antonio, Texas, NovemDer 1.— 
Negro soldiers of the Twenty-fourth 
infantry, on guard duty at Camp Lo- 
gan, 63 of whom were placed on court- 
martial trial here today on charges of 


‘mutiny, murder and rioting in Houston 


on the night of August 23, last, during 
which 22 lives were lost, armed them- 
selves and left the camp in disobedi- 
ence of orders from Major J. K. Snow, 
after he had warned them of the conse- 
quences and advised them that Corpo- 
ral Charles W. Baltimore, negro sol- 


police officers, Major Snow testified. 
Barlier reports, Major Snow said, were 
that Baltimore had been killed, and the 
negro soldiers were incensed. 

Major Snow was in command of the 
Third battalion of the Twenty-fourth 
infantry, members of which partici- 
pated in the shooting up of Houston. 


‘He was the only material witness at 


the first day of the military trial. 
Julius Chimene, Houston city drafts- 
man, the only other witness testifying 


the shooting. 
Guards at Trial. 

The trial is being held in Gift chapel 
at Camp Travis. Armed guards, with 
fixed bayonets, are stationed at points 
of vantage throughout the auditorium 
and patrol the yard surrounding the 
building.

“One said, ‘Let’s kill him,’ but an- 
other said, ‘No, we won't do that,” 
Snow said. “I thought they meant me,” 
he. said. 

Twenty or thirty*of the negroes had 
guns pointed at him, Snow said, and 
seeing he could do nothing, he “dodged 
between some tents and went into K 
Company street.” 

When he reached I company’s supply 
tent, Snow said, he saw many negroes 
helping themselves to rifles and am- 
munition. 

Just about that time, the witness tes- 
tified, one shot was fired in the camp 
and “then firing broke loose.” Snow 
estimated that 1,000 or 1,200 shots were 
fired within 10 minutes. The negroes 
seemed to be firing toward the city of 
Houston, he said. It was too dark to 
recognize any of them, but he kept try- 
ing to persuade them to stop firing.

Testimony was completed yesterday 
in the case of Mrs. Viola Tyler, Harry

munitions for their use. 

“Now, let us be frank,” he said; and he 
himself was almost painfully frank when he 
proceeded to hold the mirror to America’s 
eyes in this fashion: 


“We have been told that you must 
put 6,000,000 tons of ships in the water 
in 1918. I see no signs of such a ton- 
nage in 1918. I do see signs of filling 16 
great cantonments, of the manufacture 
of immense amounts of- munitions, but 
I do not see the signs of that bridge 
across the Atlantic without which all 
recruiting, all this enthusiasm, all this 
manufacturing will be null and void.” 
Germany has been quick to note our 

frailty in this regard, and only the other day 
a German staff officer made the boast that 
“America would never find the ships to 
transport its armies and their supplies 
fAAcposs the sea,” and-that our effectiveness 
in this war could never amount to more than 
‘that of Rumania. 

But Germany has a lesson to learn; and 
with red tape, procrastination and political 
bickering eliminated from our shipping and 
transportation boards we may hope with a 
degree of assurance that she will soon 
learn it. 

America has the money, the material, the 
labor and the skill sufficient to build all the 
ships that may be needed; and: back of it 
all a determined, unified people. All that is 
necessary now to produce the ships ig ac- 
tion—co-operative action—on the part of 
those commissioned to oversee that phase 


‘of our war enterprises. 
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A TEST OF PATRIOTISM. 


The manner in which American house- 


‘wives are responding to the needs of the 


hour in the matter of conserving the nation’s 
food supply must be a source of inspiration 
to the men upon whose shoulders rests the 
immediate burden of conducting the war, 
and of extreme pride and gratification to 
every loyal American citizen. 

. The signing of the Hoover food conserva- 
fion pledge card is a simple matter, and not 
one American housekeeper should fail to 
utilize this opportunity to subscribe herself 
in full sympathy and accord with the pur- 
pose back of the campaign. 

But the housewife’s obligation to her gov- 
ernment is not discharged simply by affixing 
her name to a pledge-card. It can be dis- 
charged only by conforming to it, and by 
heeding’ in every-day practice the food ad- 
ministrator’s injunctions.

But who, 
a dozen years ago, let us say, would have 
dreamed of our good Georgia ladies ever 
plunging with full force and enthusiastic 
determination into a crusade against the 
Texas fever cattle tick!

The following significant items aré 
taken from the service bulletin issued by 
the Georgia Land Owners’ association, 
which has undertaken to free Georgia from 
the tick menace—the chief, and about the 
only, deterrent to the cattle industry in 
Georgia—in two years from the date of its 
organization, September 15, 1917: 


Mra. Nellie Peters Black, president of 
the Federated Women’s Clubs of Georgia, 
has promised her personal and official 
aid and will be a prominent speaker at 
our association meetings whenever her 
other duties permit. 

The Waycross Health league, Mrs. 
R. E. Traxler, president, and the Ware 
County Community league, Mrs. J. E. 
Graves, president, are making arrange- 
ments to take active part in the cam- 
paign for tick eradication in Ware coun- 
ty. The cattle tick in this county is rob- 
bing the homes of approximately 1,000,- 
000 quarts of milk a year. Estimated on 
the basis of one quart a day for 200 milk- 
ing days for each of 5,000 milch cows, 
this milk at ten cents a quart would be 
worth $100,000. ; 

These enterprising women hold that 
the relation of this subject to the Aealth 
of the community warrants the ladies 
in making it an issue. 

Here is another opportunity for the 
women of Georgia to perform a distinct 
service to the state and to the nation, and 
it is gratifying that they are preparing to 
make the most of it. 

Reliable estimates place Georgia’s an- 
nual loss from the cattle tick at not less 
than $15,000,000; and those making the esti- 
mates declare that the tick can be totally 
eradicated within two years “if everybody 
will co@perate.” 

The achievement of this end hinges as 
much upon education as upon dollars, and 
certainly no element of the community is 
better qualified to further such a cause 
along educational lines than are the women 
and their organizations. 

And in putting their shoulders to the 
wheel as they are doing they should be

, BLACKHEADS, 

The skin is kept soft and pliable by the 
secretion of an oil by certain little glands in 
the skin. The oil is poured upon the shaft 
of a hair—the entire skin surface, excepting 
palms and soles, being covered with fine 
downy hair—and thus carried to the surface 
of the skin. The oil also keeps the skin clean 
naturally. When these oil or sebaceous 
glands become obstructed or plugged, the 
secretion accumulates and thickens in sthe 
duct of the gland, the mouth of which is 
popularly spoken of as a “pore,” though it 
is not really a pore. Dirt soils the outer part 
of the accumulated sebaceous substance and 
thus a comedone or “blackhead” is produced. 
These blackheads are most conspicuous about 
the wings of the nose where the oil glands 
are normally largest. 

When the blackhead or oil gland duct 
becomes infected by the usual pus-producing 
germs present on the cleanest skin, pimples 
are the result, and this is called acne. 

What we know about the causes of acne 
may be stated in one word—speculation. But 
we do know that the condition has no rela- 
tion to matters of sex and that the character 
of the diet and condition of the bowels ig 
not a cause, though perhaps at times an 
aggravation, as in most other skin diseases. 

Accompanying or preceding the black- 
heads or pimples there is generally noted 
an excessive oiliness of the scalp and skin 
of the face. This is called seborrhoea— 
flow of sebum or oil in excess. It seems to 
be more or less physiological at the age of 
thirteen to seventeen years, when the growth 
of .hair is most active. 

Remedies of general value are sunlight 
to the point of mild sunburn and gradual 


tanning, bathing with coo) or cold 

provided there Se always the renethen’ aie 
refreshing warmth and never chilliness and 
gooseflesh after the bath, gentle massage 
with clean skin and clean fingers night and 
morning, gently pressing the Glasihenas out 
between fingers in a soft clean handkerchicf 
followed by the application of quite hot 
water containing a tablespoonful of boric 
acid in the quart for several minutes.

London.—One never realizes the hugeness 
of the great war until one glimpses the great 
organizations which have had te be launched 
to care for what might be considered the 
after-trivialities of the war. 

This is the story of the great Ivory Cross, 
eurgeon dentists 
throughout the United Kingdom, founded in 
1914 by Miss Ada Elizabeth Fletcher. 

It was begun as the Soldiers and 
Sallors’ Dental Aid ‘Fund on Decem- 
ber 21, 1914, and planned to help 
eligible men .whose dental defects had 
prevented their acceptance by the military 
authorities. In march of 1915 it was author- 
ized by the war office as the recitptent of 
grants, and the admiralty first took advan- 
tage of its resources. 

On November 10, 1915, the war office hav- 
ing completed its own organization, took 
over the dental care of overseas men, leav- 
ing to its care only men on service at home. 

On January 1, 1916, the admiralty was 
persuaded to take over its work for ealflors,. 

The Fvery Oross. 

Then, its work having been tmpressed on 
both the war office and the admiralty, the 
fund was closed—after having treated free 
of charge 11,456 men—treated them not at 
clinics where student dentists do their sprac- 
ticing on charity patients, but by the best 
dentists in the United Kingdom. And then 
arose as its succéssor the modern Ivory 
Cross, for the dental treatment of discharged 
soldiers, soldiers on home service, seamen 
and “the necessitous poor.” Today ft is 
the only institution of its kind in the world, 
affording the finest of dental treatment ab- 
solutely without charge. 3 
_ Heading its staff of dentists is W. Francis 
Mellersh, L. D. S., Ri C. 8., Eng., presisent of 
the Metropolitan branch of the British Den- 
tal association. Assisting him are Alfred 
Barritt, LL. D.S., RB. C. 8., Eng., head of the con- 
sulting staff of the National Dental hospital, 
London: W. H. Dolamore, M. R. C. S&S. L. R. 
cP. uD.S8., R. Cc. 8S. Eng., president of the 
British Dental Association for the United 
Kingdom, and six others of the most prom- 
inent dentists in Londom 

This committee of dental leaders fixes 
a schedule of professional fees, on . which 
all work done by the Ivory Cross is per- 
formed. And these fees are paid, not by the 
patients, but out of the Ivory Cross funds. 

“A shilling supplies a tooth, 80 shillings 
a complete set,” says the Ivory Cross to its 
subscribers. 

On the staff of officers of the Ivery Cross 
are the most prominent names,in the United 
Kingdom. Admiral Jellicoe, Admiral Lord 
Beresford, Vice Admiral Sir John de Robeck, 
K. Cc. B. (commanding the Second Battle 
squadron); Rear Admiral Roger Keyes, C. B., 
Cc. M. G., M. V. O., D. & O.; General Sir Wil- 
liam Robertson, K. Cc. B, EK. CG V. O.. D. & O. 
(chief of staff); Surgeon General Sir Alfred 


‘Keegh, K. C. B. Gmedical director general) ; 


Lieutenant General Sir John Cowans, K. C. 
B. (quartermaster general); the Rt. Hon. 
Sir ‘Edward Carson, M. P. (former first lord 
of the admiralty); the Rt. Hon. Dr. C. Addi- 
son, P. C., M. P., M.D. (minister of muni- 
tions); Lieutenant General Sir Francis Lloyd, 
K. C. B,, GC. V. O., D. & O. M.; the Rt. Hon. the 
Lord Mayor of London; Mrs. Lloyd-George, 
the premier’s wife, and a long list of other 
notables are aiding the Ivory Cross. 
Machinery of Work Simple. 

' The machinery of its work is nmiade as sim- 
ple as possible. Only yesterday I met an 
American seaman of the White Star line who 
had applied at its offices, 10 Conduit street, 
Regent street, London, W. 1, for a complete 
set of new teeth. He filled out a simple 
blank, giving his name and ship and the 
most convenient center for treatment (which, 
in his case, had happened at the time to be 
Liverpool), and within forty-eight hours, he 
had a complete set of new teeth without a 
cent of cost to him. Six weeks later, when 
he was again in Liverpool, he went of his 
own accord to the dental surgeon who had 
treated him, and reported that in the month 
following the installation of his new. teeth 
he had gained forty-two pounds in weight! 

This particular seaman (his home is in 
South Bend, Ind., strangely enough) has been 


‘on the sea for eighteen years, and never be- 


fore signing on his present ship, has he 
sailed in a ship which carried a doctor Twice 
during his life on the sea he had been operat- 
ed on by the Captain, much, he said, to his 
own disgust and to the captain’s pleasure. 
Imagine what the Ivory Cross means to the 
thousands of seamen like him who “make” 


Britain’s ports! 
As for the army, the Ivory Cross is oocu- 


pying’a pecullariy big position. 

Before the war a British soldier could 
be treated dentally up to the sum of $10 by 
securing a ruling from the general officer 
commanding his district. As it worked out 
in practice these rulings were made in fa- 
vor of nobody but sergeants, non-commis- 
sioned officers paying for their own dental 
work, and privates usually letting theirs 
lapse altogether. When the war began there 


was some talk of allowing dentists who had 
joined the forces to become dentists to their 
regiments, But the thing never materialized. 
One dentist to whom I have talked has told 
me that there were only four working den- 
tists in the army at the first! 

At present the situation has adjusted 
itself differently. All men in _ the actual 
fighting are given the most careful of den- 
tal treatment, but the man behind the line, 
the man in a labor battalion, or the man on 
home service, 8r the man in any other Cate- 
gory outside the actual fighting, receives 
no dental treatment, unless he is able to 
pay for it himself. And if you know what 
the British army pays its enlisted men. you 
will imagine how many men are able to pgy 
for their dental work! ; 

The serious results of this situation are 
instantly apparent, All so of diseases 
have’ been shown to be engendered by bad 
teeth, and there is no greater agony which 
can be piled upon wounded men (and it is 
not only men .n the actual fighting who be- 
come “casaulties”) than the wretchedness of 
bad teeth, spurred into aching by the weak- 
nesses due to their wounds. 

In this way hundreds of thousands of 
British: soldiers today are without dental 
treatment, although many of them stand in 
very urgent need o 

What has happened? 

As usual, the problem has been met and 
solved by voluntary effort. Great Britain 
is battling tooth and nail today, and while 
the ministry of munitions is supplying the 
nails, the Ivory Cross is attending to the

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|Conditions Cannot Continue, 
Say Railroad Security Owners 


Utter Collapse of Credit 
and Breakdown of Struc- 
ture Threatened, Claim of 
Memorial Filed With In- 
terstate Commission. 


Washington, November 1.—(Special.) 
Stating that “actua] results have prov- 
en conclusively that the credit structure 
of the railroads of the country as 
been seriously impaired and the prop- 
erties very much undermaintained, ell 
of which is evidenced by the figures 
herein presented,” S. Davies Warfield, 
president of the National Association of 
Owners of Railroad Securities, filed to- 
day with the interstate commerce com- 
mission a memorial on behalf of that 
association replete with telling points 
in it® analysis of the condition of the 
railroads. : 

The memorial calls attention to the 
statement of the commission in their 
decision in July la§t in the 15 per cent 
rate increase case that they would 
keep in touch with the operating re- 
sults of the carriers and be ready to 
meet the situation if it was justified. 
“We understand from this statement,” 
Says Mr. Warfield, ‘‘that you did not 
close the case, but desired t@wait until 
you could view the entire situation 
from the actual results obtained by the 
carriers during the intervening period 
with the effect upon their securities 
and their credit before reaching a final 
conclusion.” He quotes from their de- 
cision: “If it shall develop that the 
fears which have prompted the carriers 
are realized or that their realization 


is imminent* we (you) shall be ready 
to meet that situation by such a modi- 
fication or amplification of the con- 
clusions and ofders herein reached and 
entered as are shown (by the monthly 
reports) to be justified,” and presuma- 
bly witheut further hearing. 
Purpese of Memorial. 

“Our sole purpose in this memorial, there- 
fore, is to brimg before you as briefly as 
the importance of the subject will per- 
mit the conditions now surrounding the 
credit of the carriers of the country as a4 
whole, and as/¢it affects their securities, 
which we contend is. a realization of the 
fears expressed by the association when its 
representatives had the honor to appear 
a your honorable commission in June 
ast. = 

After reviewing the testimony of the 
association before the commissjon on 
June 8 last, pointing out the conditions 
likely to result in the future opera- 
tions, the memorial continues: ‘Al- 
though the carriers have asked to be 
permitted to file new tariffs, we feel 
that the time has passed for the fur- 
ther filing and discussion of lengthy 
tariffs and of specific rates here and 
there on particular commodities. 

“Railway operating income after expenses 
and taxes and return on property invest- 
ment would show a decrease in 1917 in all 
sections of the country if the railroads were 
being maintatned to previous standards. It 
may be but human for the operating execu- 
tives of the railroads to curtail in every 
possible direction, even cutting into the 
maintenance of their properties, in order 
to secure net earnings sufficient as far as 
possible to pay fixed charges and norma! 
dividends they may think essential to be 
paid to protect their credit and their securi- 
ties. Should this policy continue the im- 
pairment incident thereto will become quite 
impossible to be remedied in the future, 
for it is difficult and expensive to rehabil- 
itate a property after the damage has been 
done. Such impairment of the lien of 
mertgages securing bond issues will be ir- 
retrievable. The railroads require to be 
continuously kept up.’’ 

The memorial contains tables show- 
ing the actual results of the operations 
of the carriers designated class 1, rep- 
resenting 89 per cent of the mileage 
and $7 per cent of the operating reve- 
nues of the steam railroads of the 
country. These figures, it is stated, are 
actual for the elght months beginning 
January 1, 1917, the remaining four 
months estimated. The figures show 
that “the railroads of the country are 
using their capital and their proper- 
ties«to transport $466,000,000 of in- 
creased business in gross revenue dur- 
ing 1917 at a loss of $37.000.000 in net 
income as compared with 1916. 

‘*‘An increase is shown in cost of main- 
tenance for 1917 of $129,600,000, but de- 
duct therefrom the estimated increased cost 
of labor and materials over’ their cost in 
1916, amounting to $160,700,000, there is a 
decrease in maintenance, or in the amount 
of money being spent by the railroads in 
the upkeep of their properties, of $31,100,000, 
or 3.1 per cent of gross for the year 1917. 

“The $466,000,000 #f additional business 
is being carried over the railroads with a 
decreased amount of labor and material put 
upon tkem for maintenance. 

“Figuring increased cost of labor and 
material, it would require 4.7 per cent of 
the gross revenue of 1917, or over $188,200,- 
000 more than is being spent to maintain 
these properties on a par with the percent- 
age of gross revenue expended in previous 
years, 

“Add to this figure of deferred mainte- 
nance the decrease for 1917 in net income 
of $37,000,000, had the properties been main- 
tained on the basis of previous years, the 
total decrease in net income would be $225,- 
200,000. 

“An increase in cost of transportation is 
shown for 1917 of $337,000,000, or 4 per cent 
more of gross revenue than in 1916. 

“An increase in taxes and miscellaneous 
charges of 536, 400,000, or 21 per cent more 


than 1916.’ 
Figures Spenk. 


Mr. Warfield then says: 

“The figures speak for themselves. The 
stocks along of nineteen railroads of the 
country have declined in market value with- 
in the past year nearly one billion dollars, 
out of a total par value of such stocks of 
$3,500,000,000. The bonds of the railroads 
have declined nearly one billion dollars 
since January 1, 1917. Such a shrinkage 
in value as to menace the whole credit 
structure of the country. Securities of in- 
dustrial and other corporations have depre- 
ciated in market value, but no class of se- 
curities has depreciated to so great an 
extent as the securities of the railroads. 
Carriers have been compelled to finance 
themselves by short-term obligations—one, 
two and three-year notes—at a cost ranging 
from 6 per cent to 11 per cent. The prop- 
erties are being deprived of even normal 
annual requirements, of additional termi- 
nals, tracks and equipment—their growth 
“te ested eS a — when the business 
nteres andthe nation demand incr 
facilities,”’ ~~ “ xetamee 

Calling attention to the importance 
of the railroads in the conduct of the 
war, Mr. Warfield continues: “Con- 
gress is imposing, by statute, extra- 
ordjnary taxes that the present genera- 
tion shall bear its just proportion of 
the expense for the protection which is 
to be afforded generations to come. It 
has been contended that in these times 
where prices have greatly* advanced to 
all, incre&ses in rates should not be al- 
lowed even though the railroads are 
seriously affected by increases .in their 
costs of operations. The complete an- 
swer to this is that it is just as reason- 
able to expect that those who use the 
transportation facilities of the country 
Shall pay their just proportion of 
freight charges to equip the railroads 
ahead of the business requirements of 
future years especially in the emergency 
at present existing as 4 result of the 
war, as it is for those of the present 
generation to pay their just proportion 
of the taxes incident to the protection 
of future generations, and as a result 
of — war. ‘ 

-“No enterprise,” says Mr. W e 
“regulated to the extent of idtas pre? 
scribed to it the methods of keeping its 
books and -accounts and the price it 
must charge for its products, after hon- 
estly adjusting its cast of doing busi- 
ness, net results showing so narrow a 
margin above fixed obl gations — can 
live, if it is compelled to Purchase from

Mr. Warfield calls attention to. the 
necessity of earnings or credit to fund 
at maturity the short-term note issues 
being made by the carriers, Present 
conditions cannot continue “without 


sequent breakdown of the. railroad 
structure.” He speaks of the necessity 
of sufficient earnings to enable e 
carriers to finance eo 2 the use of 
junior securities without lien or by the 
sale of stocks, and says “that if a fixed 
policy towards the carriers is instituted 
which will give them sufficient margin 
of safety after fixed charges, to be 
used, partly in extinguishing debt, and 
partly as reserve fcr contingencies, 
they would. be able to market their 
bonds on such bases as will bring 
about an automatic decrease in rates 
as time goes by.” He goes on to say: 
Situation as Whole. 

“In the consideration of the questions 
before you we ask that you will view 
the railroad situation as a whole, with- 
out reference to relieving railroads’ of 
any particular section, trunk line or 
Classified territory. What affects the 
credit of the carriers of one section 
affects in a greater or less degree the 
credit of the carriers of other sec- 
tion—one carrier may be more prosper- 
ous in a particular section than an- 
other in the same section. In consider- 
ing the question of increase in rates 
the railroads of the country may be di- 
vided: First, the very strong roads 
which constitute about 20 per cent; and 
second, the railroads not so favorably 
situated, which constitute about 80 per 
cent, and which especially require re- 
lief at this time. These railroads gen- 
erally are operating in territory which 
may be thin and which requires de- 
velopment. Their credit necessarily 
cannot be as good as that of the 
stronger roads. In the consideration of 
this subject, the needs of the majority 
Should govern, and it would not be just 
to these roads, struggling as they are 
in their respective territories to the de- 
velopment of which they are so neces- 
sary, and having to operate against the 
competition of the stronger roads, to 
deny the relief which is essential to 
their maintenance and life because it 
might swell the returns of the strong- 
er roads. There is an underlying. prin- 
ciple involved here, which calls for the 
general rehabilitation of railroad 
credit, the lack of which has closed the 
market to the railroads for new capi- 
tal, and that former avenues for the 
sale of securities now closed may be 
again opened to the railroads, and other 
avenues found, and that they may se- 
cure on equitable terms the funds to 
meét current obligations, including 
$200,000,000 of short-term notes now 
outstanding and issued since Januar 
1, 1917. And that they may secure suf- 
ficient money fo purchase equipment and 
for increased facilities, through their 
credit, made good by sufficient rates 
they have a right to demand and to re- 
ceive; and not by millions to be ad- 
vanced to them by the government as 
has been suggested. The proper tax 
for the support of the railroads is 
through adequate freight charges paid 
by those who use them and in propor- 
tion to such use—not a tax on the whole 
people to enable the government to be- 
come the bankers of the railroads.” 

‘If you will weigh carefully the bare 
necessities of the situation in this 
crisis in the history of our country and 
in the affairs of its greatest enter- 
prise—-the railroads—we are confident 
of the relief to which we are justly en- 
titled—the measure of such relief we 
leave to your good judgment with the 
request that it shall be general and 
aeet and apply to all railroad ter- 
r :

Twenty-two of last year’s 
varsity squad of 31 men are now serv- 
ing Uncle Sam. Three are still under 
age and three were exempted. The 
other three have left college for other 
causes. The complete. statistics on 
these players will all be carried in 
Sunday’s Constitution. 

What about Washington and Lee’s 
three veterans, Pierroti, Larkin and 
Bethel? Why ain’t they in the service? 
Does he expect Tech not to return any 
veterans at all, and his own “slackers” 
escape criticism? Isn’t that 
question?
